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School Report 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Members of S. S. Committee and Citizens: 
This annual report is hereby submitted and your at- 


tention is called to some special. points that need 


emphasis. 


In my last report was written the following: “The 
lurking dangers to the superstructure of our government 
in its varied workings are so apparent that the schools 
of our land cannot afford to neglect their duty to teach 
the principles that will make our liberty and freedom 
safe.’ (The words of the quoted sentence ‘had reference 
to those organizations known as Bolshevists, Socialists, 
I. W. Ws, etc., whose sole purpose has been from the 
first to destroy the government by any means. They are 
led by people of vile principles, whose followers are 
chiefly among the lowest subjects and have through 
ignorance and illiteracy been willing followers. While 
these organizations have not shown local influences yet 
it is for us to do all in our power to teach the principles 
of American Citizenship. By this course the younger 
- generation will be aroused to the needs of this training as 
a part of their preparation. These young people will 
later take prominent places and should be ready to exert 


strong influences for good. 
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Shortage of Teachers. 


The question of securing teachers is more acute than 
it has “ever:been.: Secretary Lane reports. the jackvor 
143,0000 teachers in the United States, and in conse- 
quence many schools have remained closed. The State 
Superintendent of Schools of Maine reported in Decem- 
ber, eighty schools closed on account of not having 
teachers for same. 

“We all readily see the reasons for this unusual condi- 
tion, namely the low salaries paid.. The -salaries. paid 
teachers are not commensurate with salaries paid in 
other and less responsible positions. Surrounding towns 
and cities are striving: to retain their teachers ‘by: in- 
creasing their pay. Our Normal Schools are confronted 
with about one-half the usual attendance, simply because 
the amount of time and money spent in preparation’ for 
teaching does not appeal to eraduates from high schools 
as more calls for them to go directly into other kinds a 


work offer with better financial prospects. 


Unless the towns ae hold of the matter as. they 
should, the low salaries will be the cause for losing the 
good ‘teachers and the efficiency of their school systems 
will be lowered. by being. obliged to employ untrained 


and inexperienced teachers. 


With the purchasing power of the dollar at less than 
one-half what it was a few years ago and the necessities 
of life advanced one hundred per cent or more in nearly 


everything, it seems only reasonable for our teachers to 
be paid. 


In this town we fave been very fortunate so far this | 


year in retaining a majority of the teachers from last 


year, also in securing new teachers who have shown good 
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results in the schools. to which _ they, were assigned. 
Several of our teachers in this Union have received offers 
to go 'to larger’ school systems at salaries that were cer- 
tainly attractive, but owing to their respect for previous 
agreements to teach with us decided to remain. A few, 
however, without the usual notice, some with only a few 
days’ notice, left for more lucrative positions. Teachers 
who make a practice of such dealings With school officers 
are losing their reputation more than ey realize. 


I do. not mich to be misunderstood in ies criticism, ae 
i always, am pleased to have teachers secure positions 
which are in line with promotions and am glad to release 
such when they have such offers; and by accepting do so 
with the purpose of fairness to the towns that have 
_ promises from them to conduct school work. 


Condition of School. Buildings. 
The small appropriation for school repairs has obliged 


us to confine the work to ordinary ‘needed repairs. 


Attention should be given to some repairs that will 
in the end tend towards permanent improvements. The 
State is strongly recommending changes in the “un- 
healthy, unsanitary conditions common to school houses 
with detached outbuildings. These changes advised are 
to attach the sheds to the main building with entrances 
from the school room proper. Only one such an ar 
rangement is provided in Buxton outside the large build- 
ings. The School Physician has frequently called atten- 
tion to the unsanitary conditions which are bound to 


exist under the present aTreugement, 


This matter should receive your voluntary attention 
before being compelled to do it by the State under a 


legislative enactment. 
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State Course of Study. 


The new course of study was distributed at opening of 
fall term and while we had used typewritten copies of 
advanced sheets of part of it, yet the outline presents 
more or less difficulty, chiefly because no single text 
book is arranged in accordance with the subject matter, 
thus requiring teachers to select much supplementary » 
work from other books. We have been obliged to fur- 
nish some new text books and as the outline continues 
shall have to furnish others. This outline makes extra 
responsibility for teachers of mixed schools, yet we feel 


that it is in harmony with modern ideas of teaching. 


Text Books. 


We will welcome a new text book in geography, as the 
edition used is not only out of date but poorly arranged 
to meet the requirements of the new outline. This is the 
recommendation that seems most important. The new 
requirement of elementary study of European Beginnings 
in History as a background for our United States History 
in the sixth grade, made it necessary for us to select some- 
thing additional. A sufficient number of copies of a small 
text book on Ancient Greece and Rome was furnished 
early in September. This book has proved very inter- 
esting to the children of that grade, and when something 
to take up required work of Western Europe is furnished 


the course will be well started. 


Appropriations. 


Only two regular school accounts have been over- 
drawn, these two being the Common School and High 


School Fuel and Janitor accounts. 
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e 


Early in the year the committee realized the necessity 

for an increase in salaries, but the resources for this 
“account were insufficient to provide even the small in- 
crease arranged. The cost of fuel for both Common and 
High schools was considerably higher than last year. 
The chief reasons are that the amount used was more 
than usual on account of the intensely cold weather 
during the present winter, also that the cost of coal was 
considerably more than it would have been if we could 
have obtained it in the early summer instead of waiting 
until November, when the price had advanced. 


One other reason for the Common. school account 
showing so large is that the payrolls for the municipal 
year have been two weeks more than the usual number. 
owing to the loss of time last year and so much coming 
into this year’s payments. 


High School. we 

Kor a detailed report of the Samuel D. Hanson High 
School, you are referred to the report of the. Principal. 

We are unfortunate in being obliged to change teachers 
so frequently. The assistants usually come to us with- 
out experience and after teaching one year are called 
elsewhere at salaries which financially seem more de- 
sirous. It will be for the best interests of the school 
that salaries be paid so that these teachers may be re- 
tained instead of feeling that the year of experience is a 
stepping stone to a larger salary. 

Something should be done to formulate a course in 
agriculture which will meet the approval ot theyatate’ 
such a course would provide that the State reimburse 
the town for about two-thirds the expense. Many of the 
high schools in rural sections are organizing agricultural 


courses, and reports show such practical and popular. 
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School Improvement Organizations. 


ae commend: teachers. and pupils for their efforts | in | 
the ‘general improvements in theif respective ‘rooms. 
Nearly all the schools have added to the libaries or py 
additions to the regular equipment of the room. 


‘They have received assistance through contributions | 
or attendance by parents and friends and the interests 
have been consequently increased. : 
| The Buxton Center Grammar school bought a new 
Victrola through - the Improvement League. This seemed 
quite an undertaking for a small school, but a sufficient 


sum was realized for this purpose at end of fall term. 


Conclusion. 


We have had during the year very good interest in our 
efforts. Many parents have. shown by words of en- 
couragement and otherwise their willingness to co- 
operate in the work which the teachers are trying to do. 


In behalf of the teachers we express our appreciation 
for these acts which are so helpful in stimulating the 
children and teachers towards higher standards of work.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF SAMUEL D. 
HANSON HIGH SCHOOL 


Buxton Center, Me., February 14, 1920. 
Supt. Fred Benson, and Members of the School Board, 


Sirs:—At the opening of the schools in September, 
reports of large registrations came from all parts of the 
State, and the Samuel D. Hanson high school was no 
exception to the rule. A larger number enrolled than 
in any other year within my knowledge. That made it 
necessary to place study desks in the recitation room 
down stairs, in addition to those already in use in both 


rooms up stairs. 


The attendance, too, has been very regular during 
most of the time; a marked contrast to last year. 
Although the number of pupils not absent one-half day 
Wass Spring term, 135° Pall, term, 23: Winter term, 8. 


Only one pupil, Chester R. Emery, 1921, has been 
present during all the sessions for the entire year. ‘T’wo, 
Annie E. Holt, ’20, and Doris O. Katon, °20, have been 
absent only one day. : ake | 


All were sorry to lose Miss Tinker and Mr. Harmon 
from the staff of teachers; for the sterling qualities of 
each had won the respect and loyalty of the school. 
Miss Tinker resigned to accept the position of com- 
mercial teacher at Thornton Academy, Saco, and Mr. 
Harmon to complete his course at Orono. To fill these 
vacancies we welcomed Miss Ernestine Wright, a Bates 
- graduate of 1919, and Miss Florence Harvey of Brown 


University. 


In order for pupils to do the best work of which they , 
are capable, the physical conditions should be right. In 
this the school is fortunate; the light is excellent, except 
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on an occasional very dark December day. The water 
is pronounced pure by the State chemist, and the heating 
system has given perfect satisfaction, even on the coldest 
days this winter. It is true that facilities for exercise 
and recreation during intermissions are few. ‘There is 
small space for games for the two schools—more than 
eighty pupils—in front of the building; and the ground 1s 
too muddy and rough at the back. If the lot could be 
drained and: smoothed so that the available space could 
be used to the best advantage, it would add greatly to 
the efficiency of the school. ‘There is a natural drainage 
from the lot back of the church and town hall so that it 
seems as if the work could be easily done. The road to 
the horse sheds has been very bad a large part of the. 
year. Late in the fall, several inches of coal ashes were 
put on and this will doubtless be an improvement; but 
the drainage of the playground would entirely take care 
of this difficulty. 


In closing, I wish to thank the school officials for the 
unfailing kindness and hearty support which they have 
shown the high school and its teachers.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 
To the Citizens of Buxton: 

The following report is presented for your consider- 
ation: 

The School Committee have during the year attended 
to minor repairs and in addition have had the heating 
system at Bar Mills remodeled. This work was done 
according to plans made by Mr. Fels of Portland, a steam 
and heating engineer of high standing. 

The system as now operating seems quite satisfactory, 
except in the coldest weather, but this seems unavoidable, 
because the heating to be done by a small boiler over- 
taxes its capacity during zero weather. In other words, 
the boiler 1s too small to do the work required of it under 
all conditions of temperature. Mr. Fels told us before 
accepting the contract that the boiler according to his 
judgment was of insufficient capacity to do the work in 
extremely cold weather. 

One year ago in our report, mention was made of the 
advisability to install a motor at Bar Mills school in 
place of the gasoline engine. Our experience during the 
year with frequent repairs on the engine and troubles 
from lack of water for the building, more than ever con- 
vinces us of the necessity to carry the recommendation 
into effect. 

We will also recommend the painting of the woodwork 
and whitening the walls of the interior of Dearborn Hill 
school house, also repairs on the outbuilding at this 
school. The fence around the grounds at Groveville 
school house should be rebuilt as its condition at the 
present time gives a neglected appearance to the build- 
ing and grounds. ; 

We should have an appropriation sufficient to cover 
these suggested and needed repairs in addition to those 
ordinarily required.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN. _ 
Bar Mills, Me., Feb. 16, 1920. 


‘There is nothing new to report in ‘regard to sanitation 
and hygiene in our schools. Closer attention has been 
given to disinfection of buildings and care of same. Your 
school physician knows that the supply of drinking water 
at most of our schools outside the villages is far from 
satisfactory, but most to be deplored is the practice in 
many localities of allowing many students to drink from 
a common dipper or utensil. Individual drinking cups 
or envelopes could be utilized—even the inexpensive 
envelopes, similar to those in use on railroad trains, 
would be practical and could be supplied by the town, 
if the people think it best. 


_A drinking utensil dipper, glass or what not, that is 
used by many individuals, is not only unsanitary but 
often dangerous. 


Closer attention to condition of eyes and teeth on the 
part of parents is urged. 


The students in our Buxton schools are up to the 
average in healthful appearance, and we are glad to re- 
port that there have been few schools closed on account 
of epidemics or sickness. Influenza last year interfered 
with schools and their usefulness, to some extent; but so 
far in 1920, its prevalence has been light in character. 


Parents should co-operate and consult with teachers 
in regard to the well-being of their little ones, and their 
school life. .Consultation with your school physician is 
always freely and gladly given.

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To the Municipal Officers, Town of Buxton, 


Gentlemen :—I hereby beg to submit the following 
report for year ending January 31, 1920. 


The town has been very fortunate for the past year in 
repard ‘to ‘fires, only one® o¢cutring, and: that on Jan 90; 
1920, when the house of Mrs. Mary A. Atkinson was 
totally destroyed. The barn was saved, but badly 
scorched. The building and furniture were covered by 
insurance. The furniture was a total loss except a 
piano, which was saved. The cause of fire: Overheated 
Stove or Defective Chimney. 


For the past year I have inspected five buildings in the 
village of Bar Mills, and four outside. In some I found 
dangerous fire conditions existing. There are a lot of 
houses in town where chimneys are from fifty to a 
hundred years old, and they need looking after. I will 
copy from the fire laws a few fire preventatives which I 
trust you will read carefully and if you find any of these 
conditions existing have them remedied at once. 


Do not have smoke pipes, stoves or furnaces too near 
wood. Cover wood with Metal or Asbestos board. 


Do not have wood or any combustible on naked chim- 
ney opposite smoke thimble. 


Do not have lathing or any wood within six inches of 
any thimble. | 


Do not have smoke pipes pass through wood partitions 
unless same is protected by concrete slab the thickness of 
partition, and at least six inches from pipe to wood. 


Do not have smoke pipes run through clothes closets 
or open rooms, unless protected by drain pipe encased in 
brick. The drain pipe to enter chimney at least 4 inches. 
Smoke pipe extending from stove to chimney. 


If you are building new chimneys have at least two 
inches of clearance between chimney and wood. 
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And finally: Carefully examine used fire places, on 
inside, in rear of wood mantles. The flame and heat 
strike at this point and is liable to cause cracks in 
masonry. 


Look carefully for holes between attic floors and roof, 
and do not burn out your chimneys. It is safer to remove 
carbon with a chain and rope from the roof. 


Do not put hot ashes in wood receptacles, or leave 
open dampers in stoves or furnaces when you are absent. 
Overheated stoves and pipes have caused many fires. 


Do not leave in buildings any Oil or Paint soaked rags 
or waste. 


Keep at least two ladders (one a hook) in some con- 
venient place so they will always be available. Some- 
times one pail of water will save your house when 
shingles are old and dry. 


If you have any of these conditions existing, remedy 
them at once, and the danger from fire will be greatly 
lessened in your homes.
